Tlie One Percent, which will appear on 
Idaho’s November ballot, is the latest of- 
fering from perennial tax fighter Ron 
Rankin. It would limit property taxc.s to 1 
percent of a.sscsscd market value after 
exemptions, wth the state absorbing the 
revenue losses of public schools and com- 
munity coIlcgoB. 

Kempton contends that Idaho’s tax 
structure relics too much on property tax- 
es for projects, a situation that he says in- 
creases voters’ frustration to the point 


wlicre they may approve devastating igi- 
tiaiivcs sucli as the One Percent. 

Kempton suggests the state should 
share more of its sales tax and income tax 
revenue with local governments. 

But lawmakers probably won’t have 
anything ready to offer to voters as an al- 
ternative. to the One Percent initiative 
this year, Kempton said, lltc Legislature 
convcncs in January - weeks after voters 
decide tlw initiative’s fate. 

Meanwhile, local-govcmmeni officials 
arc struggling to predict how the initia- 
tive might affect local taxes and local 
agencies. Their efforts are hampered by

Footing in Belfast turns deadly 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) — Roman Catholics rioted 
dusk-to-dmvn Saturday in protests 
of Protestant marches through 
their neighborhoods. An army jeep 
crushed a man to death, and 
dozens of other people were 
wounded. 

The chaos was at its worst in 
Londonderry, Northern Ireland’s 
second-largest dty, where violence 
was the most intense since Catholic 
rioting began Thursday. It followed 
four days of rioting by pro-British 
Protestants angry that police origi- 
nally vetoed their march plans for 
commemorating 17th-ccnniry bat- 
tle victories over Irish Catholics. 


At least 2,000 Catholics hurled 
rocks, bricks and gasoline bombs at 
police overnight in Londonderry, 
police said.. The Catholic Bogsidc 
district was littered with the smok- 
ing wrecks of torched cars. 

Appealing for calm, 
Londonderry's senior police com- 
mander, Tom Craig, decried “the 
madness of a situation where, in 
the past; week, the worst excesses 
of both communities have been 
seen in all their shame throughout 
the world.” 

- The Irish government was 
scathing Saturday in itscriddsm of 
the British response to Protestant 
rioting, strainin g relations benveon ■ 


the two at a time when they arc 
jointly overseeing multiparty 
peace talks. Leaders of the IRA- 
allied Sinn Fein'party alleged that 
police have boon for quicker to fire 
at rioting Catholics than thcyu-crc 
Protestants. 

More than 230 people — police 
and dvilians — have been wound- 
ed since rioting began Sunday. 
Dermot MeShone, 35, was die Brst 
to die. 

MeShane, a Catholic, was ran 
over by an army jeep early 
Saturday and died later at 
Altnagelvin hospital in 
Londonderry, 70 miles northwest 
ofJIelfast.-

stroll. 

Once inside, one warm-hlooded 
animal is as good a meal as another 
in a flea's eyc.s. 

The females lay eggs in the car- 
pet or on the lawn, whichever is 
nearby, after feeding on blood, 'nie 
eggs hatch into small white larv’ae 
about 1/16-inch long. At this stage 
in life, they live on debris and or- 
ganic matter, induding dried blood. 
Since they can't pierce skin yet, 
they have to rely on what’s lying 
around. 

Once they're fully grown, the 
flea's wormlikc stage changes into 
a silky cocoon that breaks open eas- 
ily.

Simplot seUs off Micron stp^ 


BOISE ( AP) — The J.R. Simplot 
Co. intends to sell 10 percent of 
its stock in Micron Technology 
Inc. to the Canadian Imperial 
Bank of Commerce.

92 years later — on Friday 
evening, July -19— >mare than-l 0,000- 
men and women from 197 countries will 
march into Atlanta's Olympic Stadium 
for the opening ceremony of the Centen- 
nial Comes. It will mark the fourth time 
the summer Gomes ore being held in'ti' 
U.S. city. (Los Angeles was the host in 
both 1932 and 1984.) 

In the past, competing before home ' 
crowds has been a bonanza for our ath- 
letes: At the 1904 Gomes, 100 gold 
medals wero awonJed. and the U.S. won 
80 of them. In 1932,'the U.S. won 41 
gold medals — more than three times the 
number won by Italy, in second place. 
In 1984. the U.S. took 83 gold medals, 
far outdistancing Romuniu, the second- 
place finisher, with 20. (Many of the- 
U.S. victories were, scor^ because of 
-the boycott by the Soviet Union. and 
-most of tts-Ea.st European 8ulel!iles.)To 
date, more'thoh a fburth of the U .S. to- 
tal of 778 Olympic gold medals have 
been won on home ground. * 

By contrast, at the 1988 Games in 
Seoul, the Soviet Union won the most 
gold medals, with 5S, followed by East 
Germany, with 37; the United States fin- 
ished third, with 36. In 1992. the U.S. 
came in second to the Unified team 
(comprised of the former Soviet states), 
taking.37'gold medals to the Unified 
team's 45; and wo.s followed by the team -- 
from u united Germany, which won 33 - 
-goldmeduls: 

This summer, however, with the for- 
mer Soviet states competing individually 
and the Games on home territory, the 
U.S. again has u good shot at winning
